Old Dominion 
Scenic Features 
Vary in Appeal 


RADITION plays an immeas- 
T urable part in the lives of all 
Americans. This being true, Vir- 
ginia, the Mother of States, holds 
an especial appeal to the tourists 
of this country and of the world. 

On crossing the Potomac River 
at Harpers Ferry, one _ enters 
through the Valley of Virginia into 
what is truly known as “The Beck- 
oning Land.” In this section of the 
Old Dominion, the Valley of the 
Shenandoah, are to be found many 
matchless caverns; also the Natu- 
ral Bridge and a wide panorama of 
mountains and countryside beauty, 
forming one great mosaic of na- 
ture. At the southern extremity in 
this section lies the nationally 
known Peaks of Otter, mighty sen- 
tinels, from the crests of which the 
surrounding country spreads out a 
great and multi-colored map. 

Further south, in leaving the 
Valley, one travels over Virginia’s 
famous roads into the southwestern 
section of the State known as the 
“Empire of the Southwest.” Here, 
nestling in the crest of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains lies Mountain 
Lake. Further on one _ passes 
through the Natural Tunnel. An 
upward winding paved road leads 
to the top of the Pinnacle, the view 
from which is unsurpassed. In the 
distance can be seen the towering 
crest of White Top Mountain, the 
highest point in the State south of 
the Blue Ridge. 

In the search for health, happi- 
ness, beauty and historical shrines 
these are all to be found in the 
Piedmont, Tidewater and Northern 
Neck sections of the State. Within 
this area is located the City Beau- 
tiful, Richmond, the capital of the 
Confederacy and of the Old Do- 
minion. Near by lie the triple 
shrines of American liberty— 
Jamestown, Yorktown and Wil- 
liamsburg. This part of the State 
borders on the Atlantic, which here 
offers unsurpassed bathing, golf- 
ing and sporting facilities, and is 
known as the Tourists’ Rendezvou; 
of the Eastern Seaboard. 

The Skyline Drive, in the Shen- 
andoah National Park, beginning at 
Panorama on the Lee Highway, 
runs south forty-two miles along 
the crest of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains to the Spotswood Trail. This 
engineering feat, put through by 
the Federal Bureau of ublic 
Roads, is unrivaled in this country 
and said to be equaled only by a 
panoramic roadway in Switzerland. 
Not far removed is located the 
Presidential Camp on the Rapidan. 
This Camp was conveyed as a gift 
by former President Hoover to 
Virginia for the use of future Pres- 
idents of the Nation. 

The national shrines of Mount 
Vernon and Monticello represent 
but two of the homes of Virginia’s 
seven Presidents. These are per- 
petuated as National shrines and 
are open to the public.

ENHANCING THE BRUNETTE 


PARKLING eyes, dark, shiny hair, ruby lips and rose- 
petal skin—how vibrant and vivacious is brunette loveli- 


ness! The key to blonde beauty is delicacy, to brunette 
beauty it is depth. The darker the eyes and hair, the more 
they should be accentuated. The brunette is a vivid person- 
ality and her make-up and costume colors should enhance 
her individual charm. Also, she is wise to keep her hair 
dark and sleek, brushed to mirror brightness. 

Although I am outlining suggested make-up shades, bear 
in mind these are arbitrary, not only because individual 
coloring varies, but also because when I say a “naturelle” or 
“rachel” shade of powder and a “raspberry” or “medium” 
shade of rouge, I mean the shades which most manufactur- 
ers call by those names. But, if we were to put all the 
“raspberry” rouges together we would find them varying 
from very light to very dark. Likewise with powder. That 
is why it is necessary to do personal experimenting. 


Brunettes, like blondes, fall into several classes. We have: 


THE ANGLO BRUNETTE, brown eyes and hair 
and ivory skin. Many who fall into this type call 
themselves “just brownies” or “in-betweens.” Color 
is the very essence of the “brownie’s” beauty. A 
medium raspberry tone of rouge and lipstick will 
not only deepen her own coloring, but will also add 
a sparkle to her eyes. Her powder should be a 
warm rachel shade. For evening, a blue or 
green eyeshadow in artificial light is alluring, as is 
a touch of dark brown mascara on upper lashes. 
A bit of orchid or lavender powder blended with 
her daytime powder makes an enchanting effect for 
evening. 


THE CELTIC BRUNETTE with blue eyes and 
raven blue-black hair and creamy skin. Color con- 
trast is her boast. Either a vivid, violet red rouge 
of dark tones, or no rouge at all if her skin is quite 
clear and fair, but accents on the lips and eyes.
